Rector  On  Viet:  'Take  Stand'

He  stood  there,  dressed  in  a naval  captains’s 
uniform,  and  said,  “War  is  evil.” 

“However,  when  the  necessity  for  war  is  clear,  it 
becomes  a crime  to  shrink  from  it,”  continued  Elder 
Hartmann  Rector  Jr.  of  the  First  Council  of  Seventy 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

He  had  earned  the  right  to  wear  the  uniform  in 
the  Korean  conflict  and  continues  to  do  so  as  a 
member  of  the  U.S.  Naval  Reserve.  Elder  Rector 
spoke  in  Tuesday’s  Devotional  assembly. 

Recent  Callings 

Called  as  a member  of  the  First  Council  of 
Seventy  in  April  1968  and  a 1952  convert  to  the 
Church,  Elder  Rector  was  with  the  U.S.  Dept,  of 
Agriculture  as  program  and  budget  analyst  in  the 
Budget  and  Finance  office  in  Washington  D.C.  for 
10  years. 

“Wars  have  never  brought  peace  and  never  will. 
Peace  is  gone  from  the  earth,”  commented  Elder 
Rector.  In  supporting  this  statement,  he  quoted 
prophecies  by  Joseph  Smith  concerning  the  starting 
of  wars  and  the  taking  away  of  peace  from  the  earth 
with  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War  and  a 


continuance  of  wars  from  then  on.  Elder  Rector 
stated  that  we  should  still  strive  for  peace,  “but  that 
peace  will  not  be  found  until  Christ  comes  to  reign 
on  the  earth.” 

Elder  REctor  referred  to  the  Vietnam  conflict  as  a 
cause  “for  liberty  and  freedom.”  He  said,  “We 
would  have  a conterfeit  peace  if  the  demonstrators 
had  their  way  in  pulling  out  of  Vietnam.  If  we  do, 
we  throw  away  the  lives  of  all  who  fought  there.” 

Pitifully  Naive 

“You  have  to  believe  that  the  North  Vietnamese 
will  not  slit  any  throats  or  cut  off  any  heads  if  we 
pull  out,”  said  Elder  Rector  in  referring  to  the 
feeling  that  meaningful  talking  would  settle  the 
misunderstandings  between  North  an;  South 
Vietnam  rather  than  a war  settlement.  “If  you 
believe  this  you  are  pitifully  naive.” 

Continuing,  Elder  Rector  told  students  that  they 
were  here  for  an  education— education  being  the 
separation  of  fact  from  perfection;  truth  triumphing 
over  falsehood.  He  added  that  is  was  time  for  them 
to  take  a “stand  which  will  affect  you  eternally.” 

“This  is  the  last  great  bastion  of  liberty  and 
freedom,”  stated  Elder  Rector.  “We  owe  it  to  the 
o'ther  nations  of  the  world  as  well  as  ourselves  to 
stand  up  for  freedom.” 


BYU  Veterans  Panel  Views  Vietnam 

Session  Asserts:  No  U.S.  Desertion 


Military  met  the  issues 
yesterday  in  a question  and 
answer  period  held  in  the  Varsity 
Theater  at  noon  as  part  of 
Veteran’s  Day. 

Representing  the  Army  and 
Marines  were  Marine  Sgt.  Paul  J. 
King,  Capt.  Dan  Aldridge,  Lt.  Col. 
Elwin  Pulsipher,  Lt.  David  Bishop, 
Lt.  Grant  Berber  and  Spec  6 John 
Rogerson. 

Though  sparsly  attended,  the 
session  provided  insight  into 
Vietnam  from  men  who  had  been 
there.  As  a group,  they  fielded 
questions  on  the  so-called  “civil 
war”  in  Vietnam  to  the  position 
of  the  South  Vietnamese 
government. 

As  a group  the  men  felt  that 
though  the  present  war  might 
have  begun  as  a civil  war,  they  felt 
that  it  had  now  developed  into  a 
conflict  of  aggression  from  North 
Vietnam,  aided  by  China  and 
Russia. 


Cited  as  proof  were  weapons 
found  in  Viet  Cong  hands  that 
were  made  in  China  and  Russia. 
Lt.  Gerber  also  stated  that  he  had 
learned  from  Viet  Cong  prisoners 
that  it  was  the  North  Vietnamese 
who  were  leading  the  Cong  forces, 
not  South  Vietnamese.

LONDON  (AP)  — The  United  States  will  go  on  selling  nuclear 
materials  to  Britain  for  at  least  another  five  years  if  Congress  approves 
the  agreement,  government  sources  say. 

The  sources  said  the  deal  is  an  amendment  extending  the  “materials 
clauses”  of  the  1958  British-American  defense  agreement.  It  was  signed 
within  the  last  two  weeks  in  Washington.

BLACKFOOT,  Idaho  (AP)  — Exemption  of  a Mormon  Church-owned 
Deseret  Industries  store  from  property  and  inventory  taxes  will  be 
reviewed  No.  21  by  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Appeals. 

Bingham  County  Assessor  Everett  Goodwin  and  taxpayers  L.  R. 
Clegg  and  John  Kotter  contend  in  their  appeal  that  the  county’s  tax 
equalization  board  erred  in  exempting  the  Deseret  Industries  building 
from  taxation. 

Deseret  Industries  contends  the  property  is  exempt  because  it  is 
church-owned  and  its  purpose  is  charity. 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  - Randolph  Thrower,  commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  says  organized  crime  is  an  “octopus”  which  “flaunts 
government,  corrupts  public  officials . . . and  preys  particularly  on 
people  of  low  income  and  low  education.” 

He  pledged  at  a news  conference  that  his  office  will  intensify  its 
cooperation  with  other  agencies  in  an  effort  to  totally  cripple  and 
dismantle  organized  crime.

He  says  he  is  impressed  by  the 
professionalism  of  the  Utah  State 
staff,  and  thinks  the  school 
attracts  “a  certain  calier  of 
students.” 

Reserved 

“They  are  quite  reserved;  of 
high  moral  integrity,  and  at  times 
they  do  not  seem  as  interested  in

He  has  agreed  to  stay  at  Utah 
State  one  year. 

The  future?  “Uncertain.” 

He  may  remain  longer  in  Logan; 
may  return  to  Gonzaga  someday. 

This  hint:  “It’s  important  to  be 
exposed  to  other  situations  to 
improve  one’s  growth  and 
contribution.  I will  consider  all 
offers.” 


MORE  POWER  TO  BYU 


The  following  letter  is  reprinted 
by  permission  of  the  Las  Vegas, 
N.M.  “Daily  Optic.”  Editor, 

I am  one  non-Mormon  who 
thinks  the  notion  of  the 
University  of  New  Mexico’s 
student  Senate  is  one  of  the  most 
unreasonable  examples  of  the 
bigoted  minds  of  so-called 
“liberals”  I’ve  ever  seen. 

In  the  first  place  BYU  is  a 
privately  endowed  school,  it  is  not 
supported  by  the  tax  payers  like 
the  other  universities  who  are 
members  of  WAC.

(AP)  - Chicago  Bear  Coach  Jim. 
Dooley,  whose  team  Sunday 
broke  a seven-game  losing  streak, 
the  club’s  longest  on  record, 
hinted  Monday  that  he  might 
change  quarterbacks  before  the 
season  ends. 

The  Bears  humiliated 
Pittsburgh,  38-7  Sunday  behind 
Rookie  quarterback  Bobby 
Douglass.  Coach  Dooley  praised 
the  left-hander  who  played  college 
football  at  Kansas  for  the  manner 
in  which  he  has  developed  in  the 
last  three  games. 

But  he  said  that  Virgil  Carter,  a 
former  BYU  signal-caller  who 
came  off  the  taxi  squad  last  year 
to  start  the  club  on  a winning 
streak,  would  get  a chance  to  play 
before  the  current  season  ends. 


“We  may  have  been  unfair  to 
Virgil,”  Dooley  said  in  describing 
why  the  coaching  staff  chose  to 
give  the  rookie  quarterback  a 
chance,  instead  of  using  Carter 
after  the  team  lost  its  first  four 
games. 


“In  the  preseason,”  he  said, 
“Carter  let  Jack  Concannon  take 
over,  and  Jack  deserved  to  start 
the  season.  He  hit  60  per  cent  of 
his  passes  and  we  were  losing.  If 
we’d  been  2-2  or  3-1  when  we 
switched  it  would  have  been  to 
Carter.” 

“But  with  0-4,  we  decided  we 
should  put  Douglass  in  to  see  if  he 
showed  the  ability  to  win.  In  the 
past  we  waited  too  long  to  use 
rookie  quarterbacks.
